year, notw ithstanding the bounteous 
supply of food st tiffs on every hand. 
The total num ber of deaths from acci­ 
d i e was 2 15a, an increase of 30 per 
cent over the average . r tho last five 
years. 
T h ere were 283 suicides, 132 
by poison, 66 by shooting, 39 by hang­ 
ing and 16 by drowning. 
The death 
rate from pneum onia was 140,7, an 
Increase of 40 per cent over the pre­ 
ceding year. 
The total num ber of 
deaths from this disease alone was 
3,725. 
Dr. Hurty says there is no ex­ 
planation for it, but that the result is 
appalling. 
There has been a steady 
decrease in the num ber of deaths from 
diphth* ria. but th** num ber of cases 
is about the sam e 
The people, Dr. 
Hurty says, are bent on the cure and 
not on m ethods of prevention of dis- 
t ase.
